President Im d h *n Order Reducing th# 
Number to Niue. 
W a s h in g t o n, Feb. S —The president 
has signed, on the recommendation of 
Secretary of the Interior Francis, an 
important order reducing the number 
of pension agencies in the United States 
from eighteen to nine. 
The object of 
the order is to effect a very large saving 
to the government without inconven­ 
iencing the pensioners. 
The secretary 
demonstrates that by this redaction of 
the pension agencies the cost of dis­ 
tributing pensions can be reduced at 
least f 150,000 per annum. 
The change 
was made possible by an amendment to 
the law governing the distribution of 
pensions, which amendment was ap­ 
proved March 38, 1806. It required that 
all pensioners should, after that date, he 
paid by check remitted by mail. 
Reports from the pension agencies in 
reply to inquiries as to the operation of 
the new law were to the effect that un­ 
der it the pensioners are paid much 
more promptly, that the possibility of 
errors is minimized and that upon the 
whole It Is much more eatisfaotmy to 
to the pensioners than the former law. 
The agents also advise that the pension­ 
ers receive their pensions when remit­ 
ted by mail at their homes. 
This ex­ 
ecutive order will go into effect Sept. 1, 
next, its execution having been post­ 
poned until that date in order that no 
pensioner should suffer inconvenience 
in consequence of delay in receiving hi* 
pension, and to give ample time for the 
removal of the roils and record» from 
the agencies discontinued. 
The following are the nine agencies 
and the number of pensioners paid thore 
under the new order:

N e w O r l e a n s , Feb. 8 .— As d e ta ile d 
reports from the drouth in north Lou­ 
isiana are received the amount of desti­ 
tution appears appalling. The extent of 
the drouth covers all the vast territory 
between the Red river and the Ar­ 
kansas line, and the west boundary and 
the river parishes to the east. 
In most 
of this area not one bale of cotton has 
been raised to ten acres in cultivation. 
Practically no corn has survived the 
long dry spell, and in some sections re­ 
mote from the larger streams the people 
have been compelled to haul w ater for 
drinking purposes eight or ten nines. 
The number of persons estimated to be 
in need and in danger of starvation be­ 
fore the next crop can be raised is 35,000, 
or 3o per cent of the total population of 
eleven parishes in the stricken district. 
Those persons are of the poorer classen 
a large part of them negroes. 
Many in­ 
stances are reported where they have 
lived 011 a few handfuls of corn for days. 
Numberless families are without proper 
clothing and have suffered terribly dar­ 
ing the recent cold spell. 
The cotton 
shortage in these parishes will range be­ 
tween 60 and 75 per cent, or a money 
value loss of $2,500,000. 
The cotton­ 
seed loss is $250,000, and the shortage 
in the corn crop amounts to 2,000,000 
bushels. 
No appeals for aid outside of 
♦he state have been made. 
Over $50,- 
000 has already been raised and expend­ 
ed for rations for the sufferers, while 
carloads of clothing and donations of 
provisions leave New Orleans daily far 
the stricken section.

The faces given us 
by the caricature makers are Impres­ 
sions, not testimony.

Data have been secured relative to a 
large number of school children and to 
adult mules from 25 to 50 years of age, 
and many copies of portraits of original 
settlers. 
It appears that stature in­ 
creases and that other im portant gener­ 
alizations may be made, tentatively of 
course. The increase of finger reach is 
marked, and the head measures are im ­ 
portant. 
“ The anthropologist places consider­ 
able value upon certain proportions or 
relations between measures, ” says the 
student of the subject * * Thus the length 
of the head and the breadth of the head, 
when compared, give numerical expres­ 
sion, which is called the cephalic index. 
To find it the length is divided into the 
breadth and the result m ultiplied by 
IOO. 
A head one-half as wide as it is 
long would have an index of 50X one 
three-fourths as wide as long would 
have an index of 75; one as wide as it 
as long would have an index of IOO. 
There is no race whose head is normally 
so wide as to have an index of IOO or so 
Harrow nu lo iutVeoiitsOI ou. tm 
the index, of course, the broader and 
sounder the head; the lower the index, 
the longer and narrower the head. (Ger­ 
mans generally are notably round head­ 
ed. 
Topi nard gives for some people of 
Lorraine the index of 85.3. The average 
index of IOO Pennsylvania Germans is 
81.9, which is notably less and nar­ 
rower. 
The heads of our northern and 
eastern Indians are still longer and nar­ 
rower. 
We cannot at present make a 
further comparison w ith profit. 
What 
we have already said may prove erro­ 
neous when we learn the actual Palati­ 
nate type. 
We assume now that the 
Palatinate Germans were of medium 
stature, light haired, blue or light eyed, 
round headed, with a finger reach of 
.043. 
We find that the Pennsylvania 
German children are dark in hair and 
eyes, that the men are probably of in­ 
creased stature, that heads appear to be 
lengthening, that aim reach appears to 
be increasing. 
In all these respects the 
Pennsylvania German varies from the 
assumed Palatinate type abd in the di­ 
rection of the Indian. If our assumption 
proves valid, we may claim that our 
evidence shows change, which, if con­ 
tinued, may form an Indian type from 
the German. ” 
All this, it must be noted, is abso­ 
lutely distinct from any of the reasons 
for discussing the tendency of Americans 
to revert to original types from the in­ 
filtration of tin- red Indian blood itself 
in the veins of the white race. From the 
days of the old French and Indian wars 
fireside tales of New England interm ix­ 
ture of that sort have been common 
enough. 
A recent novel has expressed 
the country knowledge ta New England 
that there is an occasional “ streak 
from ancestry that approached New 
England from the west as well as that 
which approached it from the east across 
the Atlantic. In the wi*steru states and 
territories the great numbers of half 
breeds whose descendants find their way 
into the life of cities brings to bear a 
curious and unreckoned force in the de 
velopment of the fiber and sinew of the 
race in North A m erica—Boston Tran­ 
script. 


Simplified Fortification*. Bicycle* and Au­ 
tom atic Gun* Arc Modern Feature*. 
It seems to be the general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
tho development of m ilitary science in 
the immediate future will be in the di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization of the bicycle and the ex­ 
tended use of some form of automatic 
gun. 
The modern army engineer sees 
little use in raising great mounds of 
earth such as used to be done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
needed. 
The bigger tho earthwork the 
greater the mark for the enemy’s guns. 
A hole in the ground has been the theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we possess fieldpieces w ith 
disappearing carriages it can be prac­ 
tically carried out. A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bullets and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory w ith all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enemy what the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic rifle.

Fail ara of tho Cotton anti Corn Crops 
For Want of Rain -Hauling Water Ten 
Miles For Drinking l’urpoaee — No w 
Orleans Rending Clothing and Provis­ 
ions by the Carload. 


N ew O rlean s, Feb. 8.—As detailed 
reports from the drouth in north Lou­ 
isiana are received the amount of desti­ 
tution appears appalling. The extent of 
the drouth covers all the vast territory 
between the Red river and the Ar­ 
kansas line, aud the west boundary and 
the river parishes to the cost. 
In most 


1 of this area not one bale of cotton has 
been raised to ten acres in cultivation. 
Practically no corn has survived the 
long dry spell, aud in some sections re­ 
mote from the larger streams the people 
have been compelled to haul water for 
drinking purpose# eight or ten miles. 
The number of persons estimated to be 
in need and in danger of starvation be­ 
fore the next crop can be raised is 35,000, 
or 26 per cent of the total population of 
eleven parishes in the stricken district. 
Those persons are of the poorer clasgeqn 
a large part of them negroes. 
Many in­ 
stances are reported where they have 
lived on a few handfuls of coni for days. 
Numberless families are without proper 
clothing aud have suffered terribly dur­ 
ing the recent cold spell. 
The cotton 
shortage in these parishes w ill range be­ 
tween 60 aud 75 per cent, or a money 
value loss of $2,500,000. 
The cotton­ 
seed loss is $230,000, and the shortage 
in the corn crop amounts to 2,000,000 
bushels. 
No appeals for aid outside of 
the state have been made. 
Over $50,- 
000 has already been raised and expend­ 
ed for rations for the sufferers, while 
carloads of clothing and donations of 
provisions leave New Orleans daily for 
the stncken section. 
The parishes 
where the suffering is the most wide­ 
spread have been divided into sectiol , 
and the work of relief systematically con­ 
ducted. 
Drouth is such a rare occur­ 
rence that the people were totally un­ 
prepared for it, and made no provision

C A S T O R I A 


For In tu its and Children 


Increasing Resemblance In Knees to the 
Aboriginal Type - A Study of Head*, 
W ith Especial A ttention to tho Resi­ 
dent# of Pennsylvania. 


It is an extraordinary question in an- 
hropological science which has ben n 
propounded popularly of late. 
The in­ 
fluence of environment upon the race 
resident in the United States must in 
the course of four centuries produce cer­ 
tain marked and undeniable physical 
results. It is not generally acknowledg­ 
ed by American anthropologists that 
there is a tendency of reversion to the 
type indigenous to the soil. But foreign 
students of race, with more perspective, 
have offered interesting food for reflec­ 
tion. 
A w riter in the Chicago Times 
Herald, commenting on the assertion of 
the French authors that on this conti­ 
nent tho American white man has varied 
toward the Indian type, offers a support­ 
ing study which is curiously fascinating 
—possibly vastly im portant 
First, the fam iliar fares of the carica­ 
turists’ creation are called in as w it­ 
nesses. The Yankee and the southron— 
largo and loose limbed—of these pictures 
are types, even as the stout, full faced 
John Bull is a type found in another 
environment 
Both American favorite* 
of the cartoonist have high cheek bones 
and usually excellent straight noses. 
These witnesses are not, of course, scien­ 
tifically admissible. The faces given us 
by the caricature makers are Impres­ 
sions, not testimony. 
Scientific, however, is the study of­ 
fered of the Pennsylvania Germans—a 
happy, thrifty, frugal people, who have 
been subjected to American conditions 
for nearly two centuries, with very lit­ 
tle interm ingling with other races, 
much less than the English people in 
New England or in V irginia 
* It is true that the pervasive and be­ 
guiling Irish have interm arried some­ 
what w ith these old Pennsylvania set­ 
tlers, but in the main it is a very exclu­ 
sive, pure blooded Palatinate stock. 
Data have been scour**! relative to a 
large number of school children and to 
adult males from 26 to 50 years of age, 
and many copies of portraits of original 
settlers. 
It appears that stature in­ 
creases {iud that other important gener­ 
alizations may tie made, tentatively of 
course. The increase of finger reach is 
marked, aud the head measures are im ­ 
portant. 
“ The anthropologist places consider­ 
able value upon certain proportions or 
relations between measures, ’ ’ says the 
student of the subject. * * Thus the length 
of the head and the breadth of the head, 
when compared, give numerical expres­ 
sion, which is calk'd the cephalic index. 
To find it the length is divided into the 
breadth aud the result multiplied by 
IOO. 
A head one-half as wide as it is 
long would have an index of 50 ? one 
three-fourths as wide as long would 
have an index of 75; one as wide as it 
was long would have an Index of IOO. 
There is no race whose head is normally 
so wide as to have an index of IOO or so 
narrow as to have one of 50. Tim higher 
the index, of course, the broader and 
sounder the head; the lower the index, 
the longer and narrower the head. Ger­ 
mans generally are notably round head­ 
ed. 
Topi nard gives for some people of 
Lorraine the index of 85.8. The average 
influx of IOO Pennsylvania Germans is 
81.9, which is notably less and nar­ 
rower. 
The heads of oui northern and 
eastern Indians are still longer and nar­ 
rower. 
We cannot at present make a 
further comparison w ith profit. 
What 
we have already said may prove erro­ 
neous when we learn the actual Palati­ 
nate type. 
We assume now that the 
Palatinate Germans were of medium 
stature, light haired, blue or light eyed, 
round heudt'd, w ith a finger reach of 
1.048. 
We find that the Pennsylvania 
German children are dark in luxir aud 
eyes, that tim men are probably of in­ 
creased stature, that heads apiator to be 
lengthening, that arm reach appears to 
be increasing. 
In all these respects the 
Pennsylvania German varies from the 
assumed Palatinate type abd in the di­ 
rection of the Indian. If our assumption 
proves valid, we may claim that our 
evidence show’s change, which, if con­ 
tinued, may form an Iudian type from 
the German. ’ ’ 
All this, it must be uoted, is abso­ 
lutely distinct from any of the reasons 
for discussing the tendency of Americans 
to revert to original types from the in­ 
filtration of the red Indian blood itself 
in the veins of the w hite race. From the 
days of the old French and Indian wars 
fireside tales of New England interm ix­ 
ture of that sort have been common 
enough. 
A recent novel has expressed 
the country knowledge in New England 
that there is an occasional “ streak” 
from ancestry that approached New 
England from the west as w ell as that 
which approached it from the east acre is 
the Atlantic. In the western states aud 
territories the great numbers of half 
breeds w hose descendants find their way 
into the life of cities brings to bear a 
curious and unreckoned force in the de­ 
velopment of the fiber and sinew of the 
race in North America.—Boston Tran­ 
script.

MILITARY SCIENCE. 


Simplified Fortifications. DI eyrir* 
Au­ 
tom atic G n u Arc Modern Feater#*. 
It seems to be the general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
the development of m ilitary Hcience in 
the immediate future will be in the di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization of the bicycle and the ex­ 
tended use of some form of automatic 
gun. 
The modern army engineer sees 
little use in raising great moands of 
earth Ruch as used to be done w’hen 
hasty and even permanent works were 
needed. 
The bigger tho earthwork the 
greater tho mark for the enemy’s guns. 
A hole in the ground ha* been the theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we posses* fieldpieces with 
disappearing carriages it can be prac­ 
tically carried out. A gnu that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bullets and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory w ith all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enemy what the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic rifle. 
This is the conclusion of 
m ilitary mon not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
General Willo, a Ger­ 
man army expert on the subject of fire­ 
arms, says decisively that it will u lti­ 
mately be the rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of m erit is its capacity for doing away 
with the mechanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it does its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating his 
attention on his opponent aud rendering 
hi* aim surer. 
A i pointed out by General Wille, the 
force of the recoil of the automatic gun 
is employed for charging and ck wing 
the breech, aud the firer has only to let 
off the shot in order again to lojtd the 
weapon, so that the number of shots dis­ 
charged without an effort is precisely 
the same as the total contents of the 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 
weiik part of the automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but, as they have been found 
after tests made in Austria to withstand 
the wear and tear of from 10,000 to 14,- 
000 discharges, this does not count for 
m uch.—New York San.

A pportionm ent Bill Boing Opposed by 
Republicans, Democrat# and Populist*. 
Interm ediate Prison 
M easure In the 
Senate—Buildlnx and Loan BHI—Elec­ 
tion Law A m endm ents to Bo Pushed. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 8.—Half of the 
allotted time of the legislature ha* ex­ 
pired and it has its work well in hand. 
It has progressed a little more satisfac­ 
torily in the amount and character of 
work accomplished than any of it* pre­ 
decessors in recent years. 
A number of 
im portant measures have passed one 
house or the other and not a few have 
been finally enacted into laws. 
The apportionment bill is up on sec­ 
ond reading in the house this afternoon. 
The Republican opponents to the meas­ 
ure in its present shape, lead by Mr. 
Babcock, are insisting that it shall be 
amended by dropping out the big joint 
district composed of the whole Eleventh 
congressional district and giving to La­ 
grange and Steuben each a separate 
representative. 
The Democrat* and 
Populists, under the leadership of Mr. 
Eichhoru, are making a general assault 
upon the bill ail along the line. 
The senate is considering the bill for 
an interm ediate priseu for less hardened 
criminals between the ages of 18 and 80. 
Senators Holler, Ellison and Duncan, 
who compose the prison reform com­ 
mission, went about their work very 
thoroughly. 
One of their bills, provid­ 
ing 
for an indeterminate sentence, 
axed the seuate last week, but the bill 
ing discussed today will not have 
such an easy time of it from the fact 
that it carries with it an appropriation 
of 180,000. 
The apportionment bill and election 
law amendment bill will be put through 
the senate this week aud if the Repub­ 
licans have good luck they will get 
them through the house, though the ap­ 
portionment bill is not likely to go 
through in its original shape. 
The completed building and loan bill 
will be reported favorably by commit­ 
tees in bota houses tomorrow, the joint 
committee having held a final session 
and agreed upon the bill as draw a. 
It 
abolishes the expense fund and w ith­ 
drawal fee, fixes the maximum mem­ 
bership fee at 50 cents per share to be 
paid at the time of taking stock, cre­ 
ates a contingent fund of 3 per cent up­ 
on the stock and provides for a thorough 
system of examination and supervision 
by the auditor of state. 
The bill will 
probably be pushed to second reading 
in both houses before the dost' of the 
week.

POSTAL EVOLUTION. 


STORY OF THE DEVELOPMENT 
THE MAIL SERVICE. 


OF 


Their rfM t M eeting a* Described by th e 
Letter A fter the Civil W ar. 
Entertaining papers giving reminis­ 
cences of "The Lost Cause” were read 
In this city at a meeting of tile Daugh­ 
ters of the Confederacy. In a paper pre­ 
pared by Mr. George Savage and read 
by Mrs. D. Giraud W right was described 
the first meeting of General Robert E, 
Lee aud General George B. McClellan, 
as General McClellan had related the 
facts to Mr. Savage in the summer (rf 
1878. 
"It was near the City of Mexico dur­ 
ing the Mexican war, ” said General Mc­ 
Clellan to Mr. Savage, “ that I first met 
my future great opposing commander. 
I was a lieutenant of engineers and Lee 
was a major of engineers and a favorite 
on the staff of General Winfield Scott. 
I was walking across a field one day 
when I saw General Scott and his staff 
approaching on horseback. As the party 
drew near to me Major Lee reined up 
his horse and, addressing me in an an­ 
gry tone, said; 
" ‘Lieutenant, don’t you know you 
are disobeying orders? W hat is your 
name?’ 
“ I told him my name was McClellan 
md that I did not know I was disobey­ 
ing orders. 
" ‘All officers have been told to re­ 
main in their quarters and aw ait or­ 
ders, ’ he exclaimed, still appearing veiy 
angry. 
" I replied that no such order had 
reached me, and he then peremptorily 
ordered me back to my quarters, and 
hastened away to join General Scott and 
the rest of tho staff, who had not stop­ 
ped. 
" I returned across the field to my 
quarters, feeling much injured, for I 
had not knowingly committed 
any 
breach of discipline. 
I complained to 
my fellow officers of Major Lee’s treat­ 
ment of me. Scarcely had I finished my 
story when I was told that there was an 
officer outside who wished to see we, 
and I was greatly surprised to find Major 
Lee seated there upon Ins horse, 
He 
saluted and I returned the salute. 
“ ‘Lieutenant M cClellan,’ said he, 
•I fear that in our meeting just now I 
was discourteous in tone or manner, and 
I have come to express to you the regret 
which, under the circumstances, a gen 
(leman should. ’

I feelingly returned, he rode away, leav-

It seems almost incredible, in view of 
the wonderful labyrinth of postal routes 
all over the world today, that there ever 
could have been a time when there were 
no postoffice*, no letter carrier, no mail 
facilities at all. 
But, of course, there had to bo some 
means of communication even in the 
earliest ages, though th"se wero confined 
for centuries to emperors and kings and 
other great rulers. 
The emperors of 
Egypt, of Persia, of Assyria and of 
Rome held many lesser kings and satraps 
as their vassals. 
With these it was nec­ 
essary to communicate with certainty 
and regularity, and therefore couriers 
were employed to carry dispatches and 
reports to and from the more distant 
provinces 
Of course ho one man or one horse 
could traverse the whole rout*’, so sta­ 
tions were established along the roads 
at certain intervals, where couriers were 
always in readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, aud carry on the dispatches 
with uniform speed. 
These stations 
were called "posts,” from the Latin 
word positum—fixed or placed—whence 
comes the name of our modern postal 
system. 
In the Old Testament are frequent 
references to the posts. 
In II Chronicles 
you w ill find, “ So the posts went w ith 
the letters,” and “ So the posts passed 
from city to city. ” In Esther also and 
in Job and Jerem iah you w ill find oth< r 
allusions to the posts. 
But they were 
never for the use of the common peopla 
The Roman Emperor Augustus was 
the first to establish a system of pos's 
suggestive of the present system. 
Yon 
have heard the saying, “ All roads lei d 
to Rom e.” This was the origin of if: 
From Rome aa a center post roads were 
built, called “ royal highways, ” extend­ 
ing all over Europe. 
A fter the decline 
of the Roman empire these post roads 
were abandoned by degrees, and during 
the dark ages they almost entirely dis­ 
appeared. 
In the thirteenth and fourteenth cen 
furies, however, their need began to bs 
so strongly felt that posts between dif­ 
ferent parts of the same country wi re 
established, and soon these were extend­ 
ed into other countries. 
These post* 
were carried first by foot runners ani? 
then a little later by men on horseback 
It was not long, though, liefore the 
post privilege was extended, and it was 
found impossible for horseback riders to 
carry the increasing mail, so wheeled 
conveyances 
were provided, and tho 
next step was for these conveyances to 
carry passengers as well as the mail. 
And thus from the post was evolved 
the mail coach. What this meant to our 
hitherto shut in ancestors it is hard far 
us of the present day to realize even 
faintly. 
But it is safe to say that th# 
evolution of the public post and jja 
mail coach did more than any other on* 
thing to hasten civilization. 
i 
In the reign of the Emperor Freder 
k k IIL Francis von Lax is, whose grand 
father is said to have established a post 
a1 service across the Tyrol and Styria 
entered the service of the house of Haps 
burg and became the founder of th# 
modern postal system. 
Through Von 
Laxis tho emperor established regulai 
posts throughout his kingdom between 
the years 1440 and 1498, and at the be 
ginning of the sixteenth century th# 
Austrian post became the internationa’ 
post of the Hapsburg dynasty. 
: 
In France the V Diversity of Paris o# 
ganized a postal service in the thirteenth 
century which flourished until 1719. In 
some parts of Europe t here were brother 
hoods and mercantile guilds which es 
tablished posts and postoffices subject 
to the government 
j 
In England, in 1658, Rowland Hill 
started a private post, but Cromwell’s 
heavy hand came down on the enter­ 
prise, aud the men who carried the let­ 
ters were trampled down aud killed by 
his soldiers. Later on Mr. H ill came to 
the front again, instituted many re­ 
forms in the service, and at last gave to 
England areal and effective postal serv­ 
ice.

But it was not alone the Christian 
nations that felt the need of a postal 
service. Whim tho Spaniards invaded 
South America, they found a regular 
system of posts in operation, so that the 
news of their landing was carried to tbs 
inca w ith incredible swiftness, the post 
men being runners, who carried around 
their waists knotted oords, a code of sig­ 
nals or sign writing. 
Coming down to our own country, 
suppose we take a peep at the mali 
methods in vogue in its earlier days 
Lot us take as a type the postal serries 
between Boston and New York, where, 
in 1769, a post was established “ lo goa 
monthly. ” Post riders, starting at ths 
some hour from each end of the route, 
carried tho mails. Leaving on Monday 
morning, they met and exchanged bugs 
at Saybrook, Conn., on the following 
Saturday. Then each man returned to 
his starting point, which, of course; 
took nearly another week. 
It was Benjamin Franklin that, la 
1776, suggest^ tho plan for a postal 
service on which our present system ii 
founded. In the curly days of (his ays 
tem rates were charged that seem out 
rageoua to us of the present Jay—ba 
tween Boston and New Yolk, 18^ 
cents, and 36 cents for points beyond 
Of coarse this led to swindling the gov 
tram ell t and the smuggling of letter# 
Private parties carried mail secretly at 
lower rates, aud in 1889 Ham den's ex­ 
press entered .the field, carry ing letters 
concealed in bundles aud other 1 ack ages
